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With the Hyundai 
A-League set to 
kick off this week, 
Football Federa- 
tion Australia (FFA) 
has announced 
changes to the 


disciplinary code FOOTBALL 
for the competition FEDERATION 
in 2009/10. AUSTRALIA 


“The regulations are 
reviewed at the end of 
each season,” said FFA CEO, Ben Buckley. 

“Tt is important to us that the Hyundai A- 
League’s disciplinary provisions are not only 
consistent with those of the sport internationally, 
but also with community expectations within 
Australia.” 

The most notable of the changes is the inclu- 
sion of disciplinary sanctions for the act of 
‘simulation’ which can now be retrospectively 


administered by the independent Match Review 
Panel (MRP). 

“T think everyone — fans, players and media 
— believe that simulation is unacceptable, and I 
am sure this change will be appreciated by the 
whole football community.” 

The new competition rules, which are backed 
by the Australian Professional Footballers’ As- 
sociation (PFA) and Hyundai A-League coaches 
will come into effect from round 1. 


The changes include: 

¢ where a player commits an act of simulation 
the player can be retrospectively sanctioned by 
the independent MRP. The proposed sanction 

is two matches with that sanction limited to 
cases where the undetected simulation led to the 
Referee awarding a penalty to the player’s team 
and/or sending an opponent player off 


* removing the right of the independent MRP to 


cite players for the Red Card Offence category 
of “denying the opposing team a clear goal- 
scoring opportunity” 


* one match suspension for accumulating 5 
yellow cards in the first 21 rounds of the regular 
season and suspension for two matches for ac- 
cumulating 8 yellow cards across the entire 27 
rounds of the season 


* a mandatory match suspension of | match, a 
reduction from 2 matches, for the offence of Se- 
rious Foul Play in line with recent amendments 
to the FIFA Disciplinary Code. 

Buckley said that, overall, the previous season’s 
disciplinary regulations in combination with 
FFA’s ‘Respect’ program were successful in 
reducing the number of yellow card suspen- 
sions from 38 in 2007/08 to 10 in 2008/09, with 
red card offences falling by 25% over the same 
period. 


BIG BOB BOLSTERS BRISBANE

Former Celtic and Scotland Under 20’s 
midfielder Michael McGlinchey has 
added yet another piece to the Mariners 
jigsaw ahead of the Hyundai A-League 
2009/10 season, by agreeing to terms 
with the yellow and navy for the next two 
seasons. 

“Michael has been extremely impressive dur- 
ing the two weeks he’s been at the club, both on 
and off the field, and from what we have seen of 
him so far, we are confident he will fit very well 
into the Mariners plans,” said Mariners Execu- 
tive Chairman Lyall Gorman. 

“He has played at the highest level in Scot- 
land, with that nation’s biggest club, and while 
he has plenty of experience, he is still only 22, 
so he has a bright future ahead of him.

“Tt’s a great relief, I came over originally on 


a two week trial, and it’s hard when you know 
you only have two weeks to try to impress 
somebody, because every training session might 
be the end of it. I’m just glad it’s all over, and 


I can concentrate on being a Mariner,” said 
McGlinchey. 

“Obviously, I’m a Celtic person, as is my 
family, but there is life after Celtic, and I’m glad 
I’ve managed to find myself in this beautiful 
stadium, and beautiful place, so I’m really look- 
ing forward to it. 

“All the boys have been great. It only took 
two days for me to find my feet, and when they 
are doing so much for you, it really helps you 
kick on. 

“(Lawrie McKinna) took me up the first day I 


got here and made me feel special. He took me 
to his house and made me dinner. He phoned me 
up after we got back from Dubbo and did the 
same thing. He’s a really nice guy. 

“T’ve been surprised by the standard actually, 
it’s really fast. I played against the Gold Coast 
up there, they had a few good players and it was 
a good test for us. We probably should have 
won that game. The Wellington game was good 
as well, we’ve had a couple of draws and are 
undefeated, so hopefully we can carry it on,” 
McGlinchey said. 

His New Zealand heritage comes courtesy of 
his father, who spent a brief spell with Lower 
Hutt in the New Zealand national competition 
in the late 1980’s, before McGlinchey returned 
to Scotland as a toddler, and begun his football 
career. 

A groin injury cut short what had been an 
impressive loan spell at Dunfermline, but he’s 
now ready to add to the Mariners dynamic. 

“He’s looked very good in the two trials he’s 
played in, he can read a game well and looks 
very solid in midfield. He’s only wee but he 
digs in and has a go,” said Mariners Football 
Manager Lawrie McKinna. 

“He’s come from Celtic where he’s played 
under the likes of Gordon Strachan and Martin 
O’Neill, so he knows what big time football is 
all about, and so far he has fitted in well with all 
of the boys. 

“T have always said I’m only going to bring 
the right players in, who I think will add to the 
squad, and Michael certainly fits that bill.”

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HANGING IN THE BALANCE 


Derby Draw Leaves Questions Unanswered 
SOUTH 


South Melbourne FC has confirmed a 
position in the top three at least until next 
weekend following the hard-fought and 

at times extremely lucky 1-1 draw against 
the Oakleigh Cannons on Friday night at 
Jack Edwards Reserve. The draw leaves 
both clubs still fighting hard to cement 

a finals appearance with two rounds 
remaining. 

South travelled to Oakleigh keen on making 
amends following the disastrous 0-1 home defeat 
against Hume City the previous round. A win 
against the Cannons was crucial in the quest to 
cement second spot at season’s end and with it a 
home final. Oakleigh were also keen on the three 
points as the home side went into the match five 
points behind the top five, albeit with a game in 
hand. 

With the absence of Bill Damianos in the Can- 
nons midfield, South’s chances were boosted 
significantly. As a result the away side began the 
match looking the more likely to score, how- 
ever the closest chance created was a shot from 
the edge of the right side of the penalty area by 
Gianni De Nittis that soared comfortably over 
Cannons keeper Adrian Cagalj’s goal. 

Former South boy Trent Waterson had been 
kept reasonably quiet in the first half by Shane 
Nunes and Rama Tavsancioglu, however it was 
his turn and cross that led to the opening goal. 
Waterson’s cross was met in the centre by Bonel 
Obradovic, who laid off to Alex Rojas at the edge 
of the penalty area. Rojas’ low left foot shot beat 
Tommi Tomich comfortably and nestled into the 
right corner of the goal to give the home side the 
advantage. 

South lifted momentarily and were nearly back 
on level terms soon after when Vaughan Coveny 
had a shot at the near post somehow cleared over 
the goal by Cagalj in what was an excellent save. 
Moments later, there was another great save at the 
other end when Tomich dived low to smother a 
shot at his near post. There were howls of protests 
from the away fans as the Oakleigh player taking 
that shot appeared to be in a clear offside posi- 
tion, only for the linesman to keep his flag down. 

In the second half, South coach Michael Micha- 
lakopoulos swung changes, bringing on Joseph 
Youssef for Nic Curtis and then moments later 
introducing Goran Zoric to replace Francesco 
Stella. Youssef made an immediate impact, win- 
ning the ball in midfield and supplying passes 
through for the forwards.

With only Cagalj to beat, the veteran forward 
smashed the ball high into the net to bring South 
level and send the travelling contingent wild on 
the terraces. Michalakopoulos then made his final 
change, replacing De Nittis with youngster Sam 
Torrens. 

South dominated the last 20 minutes as the sub- 
stitutes ran amuck, causing all sorts of problems 
for the Cannons defence. South should have had 
a penalty awarded after Zoric was bowled over 
in the area however the referee waved play on. 
Minutes later, Torrens played a one-two with 
Youssef, with the youngster played through on 
goal. Cagalj tipped Torrens’ shot over for a corner 
and then made another brilliant save by getting 
his foot onto what should have been a simple 
tap-in for Youssef at the far post from a Fernando 
set-piece. 

South’s defence had been on top in the second 
half however it was ironically a defensive mix-up 
that almost cost the away side a precious point.

Bationo for Bergers? 
BURKINA Faso international Ger- 
main Bationo is being watched closely 
by Heidelberg senior coach George 
Katsakis and don’t be surprised to see 
the Western Suburbs striker switching 
clubs next season. 

I recently came across Katsakis and 
Suburbs president Jimmy Condilis deep in 
conversation at John Cain Reserve and the 
topic was Bationo. 

I’m not suggesting that transfer fees 
were bandied about but I know that Katsa- 
kis was keen to get as much information 
as he could about the 24 year old. 

The then teenage Bationo scored for 
Burkina Faso against Iran in the 2003 
Afro—Asian Games. It was at these games 
that he drew the attention of Indonesian 
scouts and he moved there just over four 
years ago initially playing with Persikaba 
Badung for two seasons. 

In 2007 he moved to Sumatra to join 
Persih Tembilahan where he stayed for 
about 18 months. In the second half of 
the 2008 season he joined Persitara North 
Jakarta, his only time in the top flight, 
before joining the ambitious Mitra Kukar 
for the current season. 

He netted 12 times for Mitra Kukar, 
including a hat trick against PSM in the 
Copa Indonesia, and was his side’s lead- 
ing scorer before joining Western Sub- 
urbs part of the way through the current 
season. 

Batiano also has represented his land- 
locked West African country in the A fri- 
can Nations Cup and was the subject of a 
bold attempt in 2007 by current Premier 
League pacesetter Dandenong Thunder to 
land him on our shores.

Langwarrin opened up at $10 but a series 
of dismal performances forced Sportsbet 
to drop the Lawton Park outfit from the 
market.

Robins better than Ronaldo 
JOURNALIST Kaveh Solhekol created 
quite a stir last month when his story 
headed ‘The Top 50 Manchester United 
Players’ was posted on the Times On- 
line website. 

UK-based Solhekol listed recently de- 
parted superstar Cristiano Ronaldo at No. 
50 which surprised many observers. 

“T’m not trying to be controversial by 
making him No 50, it’s just that real 
United legends don’t want to play for 
Real Madrid and real United legends 
don’t dive,” was Solhekol’s defence. 

As if that slap in the face for Ronaldo 
was not enough, the player ranked at No. 
49 was Mark Robins. Come on now, you 
all remember Mark Robins. Here’s what 
Solhekol said about him: 

“Alex Ferguson was stamping his 
authority and getting rid of players such 
as Paul McGrath and Norman Whiteside 
and all the Old Trafford faithful were 


watching in return was home defeats by 
Crystal Palace. Matters came to a head 
before an FA Cup third-round tie away to 
Nottingham Forest in January 1990 when 
newspapers reported that Ferguson would 
be dismissed if United lost. United beat 
Forest 1—0 thanks to a goal by Robins 
and went on to lift the Cup — their first 
trophy under Ferguson — after another 
Robins winner against Oldham Athletic 
in a semi-final replay. If Robins had not 
scored at the City Ground, Ferguson could 
have been history ... and that would have 
meant no treble, no two European Cups, 
no five FA Cups and no 11 league titles.” 

So according to Solhekol, Robins is 
inextricably linked to all those trophies. 
Just to rub salt into Ronaldo’s wounds, 
Solhekol’s 48th ranked player is a former 
Scottish and (obviously) world superstar 
by the name of Brian McClair. 

For the record, Ronaldo started in 291 
games for United between 2003 and 2009 
and scored 118 goals. 

Robins was on United’s books from 
1986 to 1992 and made just 27 starts and 
scored 17 goals. Maybe it was his goal per 
game ratio that caught Solhekol’s glass 
eye. 

Solkehol’s top 10 cover the 1950s up to 
the present and to be fair every player 
listed can lay claim to being an Old 
Trafford legend. His top 10 are: Peter 
Schmeichel (10), Roger Byrne (9), Denis 
Law (8), Ryan Giggs (7), Roy Keane 

(6), Bryan Robson (5), Eric Cantona (4), 
Duncan Edwards (3), George Best (2), Sir 
Bobby Charlton (1).

Relegation rumour time 

IT’S that time of the year again. You 
know, the time when people drag you 
aside to whisper about the rumour that 
there will be no relegation from Pre- 
mier League this year. 

Of course, if there is no relegation from 
Premier League then what is the possible 
mushroom effect throughout the lower 
leagues? 


And that, of course, is the point of the 
rumour as clubs stare into the relegation 
abyss and want to cling to any possible 
hope of avoiding the drop. But I can tell 
you to the best of my knowledge that this 
rumour is based upon fantasy rather than 
truth. 

“There is no basis to such rumours. 
Promotion and relegation rules were 
outlined in the rules of competition prior 
to the start of the season and they are set 
in stone for this season,” said Football 
Federation Victoria CEO Mark Rendell 
last week. 

And that, my friends, is that. 


Costly process for Dinamo 

ST ALBANS Dinamo is pinning its 
hopes of overturning a $7000 fine and 
loss of nine league points on a Football 
Federation Australia appeals board 
hearing set down for Friday 14 August. 

Having been found guilty in June of 
club misconduct and being suspended for 
the remainder of the State One season, the 
Churchill Reserve outfit had its sentence 
varied upon appeal. 

That meant that the $1100 posted with 
FFV for the appeal was not refundable as 
the club still was found guilty of miscon- 
duct. 

The FFA appeal lodgement fee was 
believed to be $2000 (it varies depending 
on the jurisdiction and whether or not the 
appellant is contesting a judgment of the 
FFA Disciplinary Committee) so without 
throwing in the cost of the club’s legal 
representation during the appeals process, 
it already could be staring at over $10,000 
in fines and appeal fees. 

By taking the matter to an FFA appeal 
hearing Dinamo is having one last throw 
of the dice but it also is opening itself up 
to the prospect of an even stiffer penalty. 
Clause 16.7 of FFA’s Grievance Resolu- 
tion Regulations states: 

“The Appeal Committee has the power to: 
(a) dismiss, allow in whole or part, or 
vary (whether by way of reduction or 
increase) any determination of a judicial 
body; 

(b) substitute its own sanctions or finding; 
or 

(c) impose any sanction or make any 
finding that the judicial body could have 
imposed or made.” 

The hearing is crucial to the club’s 
hopes of returning to Premier League as 
winning back nine league points would 
catapult it into the midst of the promotion 
chase. 

Ironically, two days after the appeal Di- 
namo plays host to league leader North- 
cote. A successful appeal would provide 
the Croatian-backed club with tremendous 
impetus going into that clash. 
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And then there was one. This re- 
mains the only local column in the 
paper which continues to appear week 
in, week out. Krncevic, Katsa, MacK- 
enzie and Tsigan are all part-timers by 
comparison. Sure they may actually make 
more valued contributions and not resort 
to submitting any old rubbish that comes 
into their head just to fill a third of a page 
(okay, scratch Tsigan from that) but none 
can compete with the staying power of 
The World According To Boo.

He was the England man- 
ager when I was first old enough to under- 
stand what the England manager was. The 
1986 World Cup saw England eliminated 
by “The Hand of God” and one of the 
greatest individual goals ever scored. By

semi-finals gained him the affection of the 
football public. 

Reading many tributes to Sir Bobby 
over the weekend I thought about what it

The Best Laid Schemes of Ayr 


Celebrating The Honest Men of Scotland 


Ayr United football club in Scotland is 
celebrating its centenary this year. Apart 
from the recent merger of Inverness 
Caledonian and Thistle, it is the only 
successful club amalgamation at senior 
level in the Scottish game since the 
1870s. 

In 1910 Ayr and Ayr Parkhouse came together 
and Ayr United was formed. My grandfather, 
James ‘Dun’ Hay, played for Ayr before joining 
Celtic in 1903 and becoming part of one of 
the most famous half-back lines in the game, 
Young, Loney and Hay. The team of which he 
was a part won the Scottish League six times in 
succession, a feat not emulated until the days of 
Jock Stein in the 1960s and 1970s. 

After a spell with Newcastle United, Hay 
returned to Ayr United in 1915 when the team 
achieved its highest ever league position in 
1915-16 when it came fourth in the first divi- 
sion. Later in 1925—26 he was manager of the 
club for a year, but Ayr were relegated and Hay 
was involved in a scandal when he accused a 
director of the club of trying to bribe a referee. 
When it came to the tribunal it was Hay’s word 
against the director, who had been treasurer of 
the Scottish Football Association for 19 years, 
and Hay was told to apologise. When he refused 
to do so, he was suspended sine die. The next 
year the director was voted off the treasurership 
of the SFA and Hay was offered reinstatement 
but refused. 

Ayr United yo-yoed between the first and 
second divisions for many years. In 1928 centre 
forward Jimmy Smith scored a club record 66 
goals to help Ayr to promotion from the second 
division. When I was growing up in the 1950s, 
Ayr had a team which was capable of beat- 
ing the best on odd occasions but only rarely 
sustained that performance over a whole season. 
Occasional cup runs and promotion after 
relegation marked the club’s experience. One 
highlight was a one-nil defeat of Rangers in the 
top division, when Ayr only had ten men for 
nearly the whole game, but a single fortuitous 
strike by winger Willie Japp brought off the 
victory. Celtic was also defeated by three goals 
to nil, but that was a rarity. These were the days 
of sharpshooter Peter Price and inside forward 
maestro Sam MacMillan. 

In the 1960s and 1970s Ayr had its most suc- 
cessful period in its history under the manager- 
ship of Ally MacLeod. He kept the club in the 
First Division for most of that time, and reached 
the semi-final of the Scottish Cup. By a mixture 
of professionalism and publicity, he had the 
club in the public eye and the incentive system 
he developed ensured that his journeymen 
players were some of the highest paid in the 
country, if the club was winning regularly. In 
1975 he left for Aberdeen and won the League 
Cup before taking on the managership of Scot- 
land and taking it to the World Cup in Argentina 
in 1978. 

After the MacLeod era, Ayr returned to its 
up and down pattern and last season it was 
promoted to the First Division of the Scottish 
League, actually the second tier of the game 
behind the Premier League. Manager Brian 
Read helped the club to second place and the 
play-offs where it accounted for Airdrie United 
to win promotion. 

So on my recent visit to Scotland I could not 
pass up the chance to visit Somerset Park to see 
the opening match of the 2009-10 centenary 
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Ayr United in 1924 at the opening of the new grandstand. James Hay is on the extreme left. The stand is 
hardly changed from that day to this.

Manager Brian Read gave four play- 
ers their first team debuts—Craig Samson, Billy 


Gibson, Kevin Cawley and David O’Brien. He 
also made three early second half substitutions. 


But Ayr, despite having 90 per cent of the game, 


showed no sign of scoring and two late goals 


by Bobby Barr, the best player on the field, and 
David McFarlane gave victory to Albion in 
front of 979 fans. It was a beautiful, warm day 
in Ayr and I had a Scottish mutton pie and a cup 
of Bovril to remind me of the old days, but like 
most of the home fans I was disappointed by 
the performance of the Honest Men. This long- 


distance fan hopes that the club will do better in 
the league and perhaps achieve promotion to the 
top tier once again.

STRIKING A BALANCE UPFRONT 


At least one Spurs fan I know was left 
bemused and frustrated by the news 
that Peter Crouch joined his club for a 
fee of around £10million. It wasn’t even 
due to the fact the fan felt the number 
one priority should have been getting 
rid of at least one of the four strikers 
(now five) clogging up the squad and 
the wage bill. 

It wasn’t the fact the central defence will be 
minus Jonathan Woodgate and Michael Dawson 
for the start of the season. It wasn’t even the 
unreliability of having to count on the glass 
skeleton of club captain Ledley King to them 
through the first few games. It’s not even the 
fact he doesn’t rate Crouch. 

It’s the fact there are better alternatives on 
the market like Klaus Jan Huntelaar. Harry 
Redknapp’s thinking (I assume) is that as he 
worked with Crouch and Defoe at Portsmouth 
they could form as deadly a partnership at 
Spurs. 

Whether this comes to fruition only time will 
tell. However it got me thinking about strike 
partnerships in general and where the Crouch- 
Defoe tandem would rate in the EPL. 

In order to find out I have to rank the other 
strike partnerships in the EPL. This isn’t easy. 
With a club like Man City buying strikers like 
they’re a dying species it takes guesswork to 
fathom what their best partnership will be. 

It’s the opposite at Liverpool. They play with 
Torres up-front and Gerrard just behind. Heck, 
they probably won’t even have a recognised 
EPL striker on their bench come opening week- 
end. They’ll be prayers on Merseyside that Tor- 
res and Gerrard stay injury-free for the whole 
season. Already I can feel the vibrations drifting 
down south as Rafa Benitez clears his throat 
and looks for more excuses when Liverpool fail 
to win the league yet again. The best place to 
start would be the mirror, Rafa. 

But this isn’t about Rafa-bashing. It’s about 
which strike partnership will be the best in the 
EPL in 2009-10. And will Crouch-Defoe even 
make the top three? 


Peter Crouch waves good-bye to 
Pompey fans and ends up back at 
White Hart Lane. 
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I have taken a few artistic liberties by making a 
few assumptions. 


1) Astrike partnership needn’t mean two 
strikers, just the two main scorers. (Torres and 
Gerrard are a go!) 

2) In the event of a club having a gazillion 
strikers P11 pick the two I think will start the 
most games for their club in the league and not 
necessarily those who I’d like to see start. 


Before I grade the partnerships it’s a good idea 
to tell you what I think makes an outstanding 
strike partnership. In a way it’s no different 
from any partnership. The strengths of one 
should compensate for the weaknesses of the 
other. Perfectly put, a partnership should have 
goals, pace, strength, guile, creativity anda 
telepathic understanding that should extend 

to finishing off each other’s sentences during 
interviews. Now I concede you won’t get that 
understanding with the newer partnerships but 
it still has to be taken into account nonetheless. 


5 - Emmanuel Adebayor-Roque 
Santa Cruz (Combined they scored 
14 league goals for Arsenal & Black- 
burn in 2009-10) 

I think Tevez will make a better foil for Ad- 
ebayor but I think Hughes will pick RSC as his 
strike partner because he’ll most likely score 
more goals. There is no doubt in my mind that 
if they both stay injury free (something neither 
did last season) they’ II both reach double 
figures. 

They’ ll probably struggle to form a partner- 
ship at first as they come to terms with knowing 
where each other is on the pitch but one thing 
you'll get from them is an aerial threat at set- 
pieces as well as pace on the counter attack. 
They do lack a little subtlety and don’t really 
have the ability to unlock defences with a piece 
of skill or dribbling so much will depend on 
Robinho’s service. 

Watch these two closely as they’ Il be a 
microcosm of City’s season. Just like the Man 
City Experiment, Ade and Roque will either fail 
spectacularly or succeed spectacularly. 


4 - Wayne Rooney-Michael Owen 
(20 goals) 

They played together in the past for England to 
good effect and it makes sense for Ferguson to 
save money and take a chance on the injury- 
prone Owen. 

I know Owen has been banging in pre-season 
goals for fun in the Far East but that is against 
the equivalent of semi-pro teams. 

They are fourth simply because I’m yet to be 
convinced that him and Rooney will score 30 
goals this season. In short i don’t think he’ll get 
through the season without injuries laying him 
off a few weeks here and there. 

To be balanced, the signs are that Rooney will 
have a more central striking role with Owen 
and given the chances created by the champions 
if they both stay healthy they’ll get to the 30- 
goal mark combined and could well be the best 
partnership in the league. 

Michael and the red half of Manchester just 
need to pray for his continued good health and 
try not to walk under any ladders. 
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Perhaps a partnership between Andrey Arshavin and club mascot, 
Gunnersaurus, could be the way to go for Arsenal? 


3 — Robin Van Persie — Andrey Ar- 
shavin (17 Goals) 

Even if the Gunners finally dust off the cheque- 
book and remember how to use it I still say they 
should play Arshavin and RVP upfront rather 
than reported target Marouane Chamakh. 

This has the potential to be the best of the 
bunch. Arshavin can play behind a central 
striker and is deceptively quick and also cun- 
ning enough to find space in the penalty area 
—I guess it helps that he’s no bigger than your 
average garden gnome. Remember the Russian 
only played a fraction of last season and yet 
still scored more league goals than Carlos Te- 
vez, Roque Santa Cruz and his Russian buddy 
Roman Pavlyuchenko. (Four of ‘em came in 
one game but so what!) 

What they lack in blazing counter-attacking 
speed they make up for in creativity, first touch 
and the ability to pass, move and think quickly. 

Where he plays depends on the fitness of 
other players as well as Wenger’s transfer plans. 
For the sake of the EPL let’s hope he’s not ma- 
rooned on the left wing. My gut tells me Mon- 
sieur Wenger is astute enough not to make the 
same mistake with Andrey that he made with 
Tomas Rosicky and will start the Russian in 
his favoured position behind the central striker. 
If this is the case he could well be a sensation 
alongside RVP and a definite player of the year 
candidate should he play to his potential. 


2 — Nicolas Anelka-Didier Drogba 
(24 goals in 2009-2010) 
Amazing to think Anelka scored 19 goals and 
Drogba only 5 in the league. One thing for me 
is certain. Anelka will not be as good and Drog- 
ba will not be as bad next season. New coach 
Carlo Ancelotti is playing with both upfront this 
season and for once both players don’t have to 
fight each other for a central striking position. 
They both offer the ability to hold the ball 
up. Anelka is pacy whilst Drogba is a beast in 
the air. On the ground they both lack a creative 
touch and rely more on service from their 
midfield rather than great interplay. They’ ll bag 
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their fair share of goals though and that’s why 
they’re second. 


1 — Fernando Torres-Steven Gerrard 
(30 Goals) 
For the last few years this has been the best 
partnership in the EPL. Until anyone dethrones 
them it still is. Torres has the pace and skill 
to skin defenders one-on-one whilst Gerrard 
makes runs beyond him when he holds up the 
ball or can find one of the Spaniard’s runs with 
a pinpoint pass. I expect them to score more 
goals next season than the thirty they got if 
Torres stays healthy as he’ll surely eclipse the 
paltry 14 he got last term. 

Although much of Gerrard’s goals are not 
in open play a strike partnership is judged on 
goals and inter-play. These two have an under- 
standing that is unparalleled amongst the other 
partnerships though it is the most established so 
it had better be. 


They are my number one. 


Where does that leave Spurs’ Jermain Defoe- 
Peter Crouch and John Carew- Gabriel 
Agbonlahor at Aston Villa? 

Invariably strike partnerships are about scor- 
ing goals. I’m not convinced that Defoe and 
Crouch will do so consistently enough to be 
better than the current five. I also don’t like the 
make-up of the partnership. 

Partnerships usually rely on one player being 
a proficient scorer and the other chipping in and 
getting a share of goals and assists, like Rob- 
bie Keane and Dimitar Berbatov did. Neither 
Crouch nor Defoe has been either a prolific goal 
scorer or assist-man so far in their careers and 
the same goes for Agbonlahor and Carew. 

The jury is out for both partnerships but one 
thing is for sure, the fortunes of all the top 
teams in the EPL are tied in with the perfor- 
mances of their strike force. Where there’s 
goals there’s glory.

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LONDON CALLING

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Aren't we all forgetting about Aston Villa? 


The race for a Champions League spot 
in the Premiership next season looks 
like it could be more exciting than ever 
before, as there appears to be at least 
three teams which will be pushing the 
established top four for a fourth place 
finish. 

According to the bookmakers that I have 
seen, the betting odds suggest that Man- 
chester City are hot favourites to push Arse- 
nal for the fourth spot, closely followed by 
Tottenham and Everton. Although I certainly 
agree that City, Spurs and Everton can chal- 
lenge for fourth, I can’t help thinking that the 
bookies are forgetting about the team which 
I think poses the strongest threat to the estab- 
lished top four. And that is the team which 
finished sixth last year, Aston Villa. 

Although Villa only finished sixth last term, 
as a whole the season was a massive success, 
and a higher finish was probably deserved. 
Although they pushed their luck at times, 
with some definitely lucky results, they were 
still a huge threat to Arsenal’s fourth position 
for much of the season. The problem that 
they faced was simply that their relatively 
small squad tired greatly towards the end of 
the campaign, to the point where they fell 
over the finish line rather than made a Colin 
Jackson like dip for a higher position. 

However, I doubt that the same will occur 
this time round. Arsene Wenger has always 
suggested that one of the most important as- 
sets a young player can attain is experience at 
a young age, something which the Villa play- 
ers have after last season. Just as it is hard 
to win your first league title, as Liverpool 
showed, it is just as hard to push for your first 
Champions League finish. By going through 
last season’s highs, and eventual lows, the 
players at Aston Villa should be more battle 
hardened, and should be in a better position to 
challenge the top four in the next few months. 

Players like Ashley Young, Gabriel Agbon- 
lahor, Steve Sidwell, Nigel Reo-Coker and 
James Milner have all now had at least six 
months of playing for one of the top sides in 
the country, and they all now have the experi- 
ence of competing at the top level for the 
highest honours. Now this fact is certainly 
true of many of Manchester City’s summer 
signings, however in that case the players do 
not have the shared experience of competing 
together. The advantage that Villa have over 
City is that the whole squad, apart from the 
newly signed Stewart Downing, have played 
together many times, and they all know 
exactly where they stand in the club and what 
their given role is in the team. 

And it’s the comparison between City

and Villa which can bring us nicely to the 
major summer transfers that Villa have been 
involved in. As I pointed out, the only major 
acquisition that Villa made in the off-season, 
at least so far, was Stewart Downing from 
the recently relegated Middlesbrough. In my 
opinion this is a fantastic buy on the part of 
Martin O’Neill, as Downing is an England 
international who can play in both wide and 
central midfield positions, and he is also a 
hard working player with dead ball capabili- 
ties. And I also believe that we have not seen 
the best from the left footer, and I would sug- 
gest that O’Neill is the man to reinvigorate 
the man who at times looked a little unsure in 
a Boro shirt last season. 

Whereas Downing is Villa’s only real 
purchase, their only real loss in the transfer 
market is their captain, Gareth Barry, who can 
now be seen sporting a Manchester City shirt. 
Now on the surface this seems like it could 
be a major loss for Villa, as not only was 
Barry their captain, he was also a key figure 
in the centre of their midfield. Also, his form 
for Villa over the last few years has earned 
Barry several starting roles in the midfield for 
England, sometimes receiving a starting place 
over the likes of Frank Lampard. 

With all that being said, though, I do not 


think that Barry will be that great a loss to 
Villa. One of Villa’s greatest strengths is in 
midfield, and they have several young players 
like Sidwell and Reo-Coker who I believe can 
comfortably step into the hole left by Barry, 
to the point where I really don’t think that 
Villa and their fans will miss Barry at all. 
And it is this depth which helps point out 
what a great job that Martin O’Neill has 
done at the club. He has taken a mid-table 
side and turned them into one of the quickest 
counter-attacking sides in the country who are 
not only challenging for the top spots in the 
Premier League, but who are also challeng- 
ing with a team full of English talent. In fact, 
much of Fabio Capello’s England squad for 
next years World Cup could easily be made 
up of the English talent on show every week 
at Villa Park. 

Of course, it’s near impossible to predict 
exactly how a season will go for any club, as 
outside factors can always play a part in how 
well or indeed how badly a team do. Since 
Villa have such a small squad it is essential 
that their major stars, the like of Ashley 
Young and Emile Heskey, stay fit for most if 
not all of the season. And it’s also important 
that they make some astute signings either 
before the start of the season or in January, to

Omission And Old Trafford Observes

MANCHESTER MISERY 

The Champions League final defeat 
against Barcelona ended the “Kings of 
Europe” exclamation from the Man- 
chester faithful in quite some fashion and 
concluded the possibility of their ‘five 
trophy haul’ pretty abruptly— blushes 
galore. It was also apparent that the vo- 
ciferously vivid support for Carlos Tevez 
which was continuously challenged but 
never unnerved also added to the mental 
mayhem momentarily maiming many 
“Mancs’. 

His departure did not quite match the 
affection he received and his choice of 
clubs evokes the sentiment from Man Utd 
fans, “after all we did...” If that did not 
leave them quite literally red faced then 
they always had the Ronaldo transfer to 
fall back on - hindsight is not always a 
wonderful thing. Many believed Ronaldo 
would be playing his final season this 
year and was destined to play for Madrid 
this summer, however, Man Utd fans, 
somewhat bravely, somewhat naively, 
were quick to refute that claim, point- 
ing to his many ‘conclusive’ interviews 
where he confirmed his ‘allegiance’.

Yes, the comparatively selfless Antonio 
Valencia came in, but Sir Alex needed 
that goal-minded selfishness of Ronaldo 
which this season, in relation to their cur- 
rent transfers, is yet to be replaced. 

Let it not be understated, Ronaldo’s 
ever annoying goal glory was quite 
frankly the deciding factor of Man Utd’s 
2008 double success and for all the criti- 
cism some clubs get for having only ‘one 
striker’, let it also not be forgotten that 
this attacking midfielder was Man Utd’s 
highest scorer once again last season and 
perhaps won them the league along with 
Tevez who turned those single points into 
three at crucial moments.

This desperate 
signing may just have ‘happened for a 
reason’ and prove to be valuable.

Surprisingly 
this has done little to anger all Liverpool 
fans and some feel sympathetic towards 
Owen’s unfulfilled personal desire, albeit 
with a pinch of contempt. 

Despite being disappointed with 
Owen’s choice of club, they must live 
with the fact that the prodigal son did not 
return home. Simply put, Owen was not 
needed, and thus, the result is a rare bit- 
tersweet transfer. As Man Utd make room 
for exceptions, Liverpool ‘walk on’.

TO RUMBLE!

N°: since its inaugural season has 
the Hyundai A-League kick-off ar- 
rived with such intrigue. In 2005, fasci- 
nation and apprehension accompanied 
the newly formed league. Five years on, 
doubts about the league’s viability have 
gone, its ranks have swollen, and it’s now 
populated by inhabitants of increased 
quality. 

The introduction of North Queensland 
Fury and Gold Coast United gives the now 
10-team league a better structural feel. 
The season will be longer than ever be- 
fore — 27 games — meaning more football, 
more often. 

The Final Series will also be extended. 
The traditional four-team Finals Series has 
been replaced by a six-team series. Oddly, 
this means teams have a greater probabil- 
ity of making the finals than they do miss- 
ing them, but this absurdity will mitigated 
once the league expands to 12 teams in 
coming years. 

The new boys, North Queensland Fury 
and Gold Coast United, don’t intend to be 
fodder for the rest of the established clubs. 
Gold Coast United’s bloviating billionaire 
owner, Clive Palmer, has espoused his 
side’s title credentials regularly through- 
out its infancy, stating it has the ability to 
traverse its first season without defeat. 
The seven other established teams have 
clamoured throughout the off-season to 
assemble squads capable of disrupting 
Melbourne Victory’s hegemony. 

Last season’s runner-up, Adelaide Unit- 
ed, have experienced financial problems 
and a swag of personnel changes off-sea- 
son. This turmoil will test the consistency 
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that has characterised Adelaide’s Hyundai 
A-League history. The 2009-10 season will 
likely be the club’s must gruelling. 

Sydney has undergone a mini-Eastern 
European revolution under Czech coach 
Vitezlsav Lavicka and has impressed with 
well-drilled performances throughout the 
pre-season, displaying a greater willing- 
ness to work hard under their new coach. 
Central Coast Mariners, twice runners-up, 
had an unhappy time in the Asian Cham- 
pions League at the end of last season. 
Just how much this will affect the side is 
unknown; they have added little to their 
squad since the close of last season. 

Re-named Brisbane Roar will hope to 
improve on their preliminary final finish of 
last year and also to claim bragging rights 
ahead of its new regional neighbours. 
Wellington Phoenix has restored respect- 
ability to New Zealand football following 
the travesty that was the New Zealand 
Knights, and will look to build on that with 
a first finals berth now that there are six 
places on offer post-regular season. 

Perth Glory, still yet to relive the pros- 
perity it enjoyed in the NSL, has a squad 
stronger than ever before in its Hyundai 
A-League existence, and thus its best shot 
at achievement. 

Newcastle went from 2008 champion to 
the bottom side in 2009. Where they will 
end up in this spectrum this year is hard to 
tell, but they don’t appear to have added 
enough to their squad to lift them too far 
from their bottom finish of last year. 
Meanwhile, Melbourne Victory has been 
relatively inactive in the transfer market, 
adding just three players to the Champi- 


onship-winning side of last year. This deci- 
sion has led many to doubt their chances 
at defending their title, but Victory offi- 
cials obviously believe in the virtues of a 
stable squad. 

Most attention in the transfer market 

has surrounded the repatriation of cur- 
rent Socceroo squad members Jason Cu- 
lina (Gold Coast United) and Mile Sterjo- 
vski (Perth Glory), and the much-heralded 
arrival of English legend Robbie Fowler 
(North Queensland Fury). 
The decision by Culina and Sterjovski, in 
particular, to return to the Hyundai A- 
League while in their prime is testament 
to its increased reputation, and endows 
the league with a quality of personnel 
hitherto unmatched. 

With World Cup qualification secured 
for the Socceroos, a greater percentage of 
the 2010 World Cup squad is likely to be 
drawn from the Hyundai A-League than it 
was for the 2006 World Cup in Germany. 
Culina and Sterjovski were both in the 
2006 World Cup squad, selected while 
playing for European clubs, seem cer- 
tainties to make the trip to South Africa. 
They have placed faith in the Hyundai A- 
League’s quality and will command Pim 
Verbeek to pay greater attention to the 
league. 

Verbeek’s increased attention will bene- 
fit other domestic players aiming to make 
the trip to South Africa. Players like Archie 
Thompson, Jacob Burns, Chris Coyne, Billy 
Celeski and Scott Jamieson will treat the 
2009-10 season as a year-long audition for 
South Africa 2010. This added facet of the 
league will doubtless be to its benefit.

he standard

Indisputably the A-League’s biggest 
club in terms of trophies, crowds, 
membership and general prosperity 
after its first four seasons, Melbourne 
ictory have enjoyed great success in 
heir short history, but the fifth in- 
stallment of the A-League promises 
o be a much sterner test than any 
previous campaign. 

Two new teams, a longer season and 
a host of high-profile players signing 
on at teams across the league mean 
that the “Big V” has their work cut out 
for them if they are to repeat the ef- 
forts of last year. 

Upon first glance, the reigning A- 
League champions appear to be well- 
placed to defend their crown as they 
prepare to meet Central Coast in the 
season opener on Thursday night. 

Their experienced squad contains 
9 of the first Xl! who won the 2009 
Grand Final in February. 

In Archie Thompson and Danny 
Allsopp, Melbourne boast the league’s 
most potent foward pairing. With Bra- 
zilian striker Ney Fabiano providing 
support and an attack minded mid- 
field four of Carlos Hernandez, Billy 
Celeski, Tommy Pondeljak and Nick 
Ward, you can understand why “If it 


ain’t broke, don’t fix it” appeared to 
be coach Ernie Merrick’s attitude to- 
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wards the transfer market in the off- 
season. 

Departing keeper Michael Theokli- 
tos would appear to have been ad- 
equately replaced with the signing of 
New Zealand international Glen Moss. 
Merrick will start Moss ahead of Mitch 
Langerak as his first choice keeper for 
the season ahead. 

Surat Sukha, a 27 year old Thai 
international left-back signed from 
Chonburi and promoted youth team 
midfield prospect Matthew Theodore 
round out the new signings, though 
Victory did sign Costa Rican playmaker 
Hernandez to a three-year deal after 
his loan expired. 

For Melbourne to fire, much depends 
on the form and fitness of 35 year-old 
captain Kevin Muscat, who leads the 
team on the pitch with combatative 
authority. If either he or fellow centre- 
half Roddy Vargas, 30, succumb to in- 
jury or suspension, Merrick’s ability to 
cover their losses will be tested, with 
Steven Pace, who barely played at all 
last season, the only other recognized 
centre-back currently in the squad. 

The loss of defenders Seb Ryall, 
Michael Thwaite and Steve Pantelidis 
may yet be felt. Along with Jose Luis 
Lopez, who retured home to Costa 
Rica, the players who left were not 


playing regularly, but their presence 
in the squad gave Melbourne an en- 
viable depth of defensive talent. This 
has evaporated somewhat, and Mer- 
rick may be forced to make further 
signings or turn to his youth team 
should long term injuries occur to key 
players. 

The coach is a fan of 18 year old 
youth team defender Matthew Fos- 
chini, who has played in several pre- 
season fixtures with the first team, 
and said last week he may defer the 
signing another defender in light of 
his progress. 

Merrick will be wary of the toll the 
six extra league matches will take on 
his team, with Victory fans likely to 
see more gametime given to young- 
sters Broxham, Berger and Elasi, Theo- 
dore and Foschini. 

On paper, Sydney FC, Gold Coast and 
Perth all appear to have squads good 
enough to challenge for the title this 
season and should all test Melbourne, 
but with the FFA introducing a top six 
finals series for the ten team league, 
Melbourne should qualify if they can 
at least perform well at home. With 
so much experience in big matches 
they’Il be a threat provided they make 
the six, irrespective of their placing in 
it.

Adelaide United will look to go 
one better in season 2009-10 after 
twice finishing runner-up in sea- 
son 08-09. 

United endured a heartbreak- 
ing grand final defeat against Mel- 
bourne Victory, a match marred by 
the harsh send off of Cristiano in 
the ninth minute. 

United were also bridesmaids in 
the Asian Champions League. After 
a dream run that saw the boys from 
Adelaide travel as far as Tashkent, 
Uzbekistan, the Reds had to settle 
for second place as they were de- 
feated over two legs by Japanese 
powerhouse Gamba Osaka. Their 
Asian Champions League dream 
run also saw them earn a spot in 
the 2008 FIFA World Club Cup held 
in Japan. 

Adelaide United was formed in 
2003 replacing Adelaide City in 
the now defunct National Soccer 
League. Adelaide United’s short his- 
tory has seen the club record some 
major domestic milestones includ- 
ing a minor premiership and two 
runners up as well as two grand 
final losses to Melbourne Victory. 
United’s international achieve- 
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ments are just as impressive with 
their recent success in the Asian 
Champion’s League. Their showing 
put the Hyandai A-League on the 
international football map and has 
set the benchmark for future HAL 
teams. 

Drama and controversy has sur- 
rounded much of Adelaide United’s 
off season with the club being 
handed back to the FFA by owner 
Nick Bianco. The takeover took 
place in May with the FFA now 
controlling the club. The club has 
also had some significant losses in 
terms of personnel with many fan 
favourites leaving the club. Perhaps 
the biggest loss has been that of 
Sasa Ognenovski to Korea. 

It appears the Reds will start the 
season without a marquee player 
and fill only 20 spots of the 23 man 
roster. Although on the eve of the 
2009-10 season, talk is rife about 
the signing of Socceroo Adrian Ma- 
daschi and former Sydney FC skip- 
per Mark Rudan. 

Adelaide United have recruited 
well and no doubt are looking to 
fill the void left by players from 
last season’s squad which enjoyed 


a successful season, albeit with- 
out any silverware. Former Syd- 
ney FC defender lain Fyfe returns 
home while big name recruit Lloyd 
Owusu is creating excitement and a 
buzz around the club as he hopes 
to shoulder the goal scoring duties 
with last season’s top scorer Crisi- 
tano. 

Coach Aurelio Vidmar has shown 
his faith in selecting three local 
lads from the Baby Reds. Francesco 
Monterosso, last season’s NYL lead- 
ing goal scorer, Joe Costa and Mi- 
chael Marrone have all been signed 
on for season 2009-10. Korean mid- 
fielder Inseob Shin from Kunkuk 
University impressed during his 
trial and has signed for two years 
while midfielder Adam Hughes won 
a contract after a stunning pre sea- 
son. 

The new signings will join the core 
of last campaign’s squad, which 
includes the HAL U-20 Player of 
the Year Scott Jamieson and the 
league’s best keeper Eugene Galek- 
ovic, in their attempt to win the 
club’s first Hyandai A-League Cham- 
pionship.

The 2009/2010 Hyundai A-League is 
shaping up to be the most exciting 
for the renamed Brisbane Roar since 
the clubs inception in the inaugural A- 
League season back in 2005. 

The introduction of both Gold Coast 
United and North Queensland Fury to 
the competition now gives the club 
two state derbies that the fans will 
no doubt be looking forward to. Local 
success won’t be enough though this 
season as the club and its fans will be 
hoping to improve on last season’s dis- 
appointing preliminary final exit. 

A turbulent off season saw rampant 
speculation that the Roar would lose 
their A-League License as they strug- 
gled with financial commitments, in 
large part due to the crippling deal 
with Suncorp Stadium that required 
the club to average crowds of 15,000 
simply to break even. There were even 
reports of the FFA buying a majority 
stake in the club to stave off falling into 
administration. 

These reports were later found to 
be false and the stadium deal has 
since been renegotiated and will see 
the club save $500,000 a season. The 
off-field moves continued with Peter 


McLennan stepping into the vacant 
CEO position and Channel Nine per- 
sonality Chris Bombolas taking over as 
the club’s chairman. 

There has been a low-key off-season 
in terms of new signings but the Roar 
will once again boast a potentially le- 
thal mix of experience (Craig Moore, 
Danny Tiatto and Matt McKay) and 
youth (Michael Zullo, Luke Devere and 
Robbie Kruse). 

Former Scotland and Glasgow Rang- 
ers star Charlie Miller impressed with 
his influence in attack last season, and 
no doubt he will be a key contribu- 
tor once again if he can keep himself 
match fit. 

New signings for 2009/2010 include 
another former Rangers player, de- 
fensive midfielder Bob Malcolm, and 
Brazilian winger Henrique, whose nick- 
name, Buliquinha, is Portuguese for 
“slippery fish”. 

Brisbane has experienced significant 
success with bringing through young 
players with Michael Zullo, Robbie 
Kruse and Tahj Minniecon having set 
their home crowd alight many times 
with their attacking play over the past 
three seasons. Considering the lack 


of big name signings, coach Frank Fa- 
rina will have high hopes of that trenc 
continuing with attacking midfielder 
and 2008/2009 National Youth League 
Player of the Year Adam Sarota pro- 
moted to the senior side this season. 

The Roar may come to rue their 
procrastination in re-signing livewire 
striker Tahj Minniecon, who ultimately 
defected to neighbours Gold Coast 
United. 

Other losses include reliable right 
back Hyuk-Su Seo, now playing in the 
Queensland State League, whilst mid- 
fielder Massimo Murdocca is expected 
to be out for at least three months fol- 
lowing a freak training ground accident 
that resulted in a broken leg. 

For the past two seasons the Roar 
have appeared as possible grand final- 
ists but failed at the final hurdle on 
successive occasions. With the finals 
series being expanded to six places 
this season Brisbane will have to fancy 
their chances to at least be in conten- 
tion come January. 

Traditionally slow starters if they can 
pick up some early victories a top two 
spot shouldn’t be ruled out.

However there are 
signs that the Mariners will be com- 
petitive if not spectacular; they did 
get draws away to Sydney FC and Gold 
Coast United and a played out a home 
draw to Wellington Phoenix in their 
previous pre-season fixture. 

In truth the Mariners loss of form can 
be attributed to a few factors. The first 
one, and I’m sure Mariners fans, coach- 
ing staff and anyone involved in the club 
will be sick of hearing his name, the 
ghost of the Mariners winning past Mile 

edinak. Since the midfield enforcer 
and current Socceroo left for Turkey the 
Mariners have not won a single com- 
petitive game. Save for that pre-season 
riendly win against the Fury. 

The second factor behind the 
Mariners run of poor form has been the 
loss of ex- assistant coach lan Fergu- 
son, now in charge of new boys North 
Queensland Fury. The former Glasgow 
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Rangers player Ferguson was well liked 
by the players, fans and staff and his 
loss while not getting the same atten- 
tion as Jedinak’s departure is still being 
felt now. 

There have also been rumours 
circling the club during the off-season 
of current- Socceroos assistant coach 
Graham Arnold replacing coach Lawrie 
McKinna. 

“Let me just say that Lawrie Mck- 
inna is not under siege and nor is his 
assistant Alex Tobin,” Mariners chief 
executive Lyall Gorman said to the Daily 
Telegraph on July 11. 

Gorman admitted he had spoken to 
Arnold and did not rule out approach- 
ing him after his contract with the FFA 
had finished. 

“He is contracted to Football Federa- 
tion Australia until the end of the World 
Cup,” Gorman said. “If and when he be- 
comes available, we’d be silly not to talk 
to him. He’s one of the most respected 
coaches in Australia.” 

Lawrie McKinna has brought in an 
English and Scottish flavour to Gosford 
this season much to the chagrin of 
some well known media pundits. 

The Mariners have added English 
defender Chris Doig (Northampton 
Town), former Celtic youngster Michael 
McGinley, midfielder Shane Huke 
(Dagenham & Redbridge) who fans 
would have seen in action during the 
AFC championship and returning back 
home is Adam Kwasnik who had a stint 
with Wellington Phoenix. 


While the past seems to be haunt- 
ing the Mariners the future looks to 
appear bright. The Mariners were the 
first A-League club to set up a youth 
academy and the club has lodged a 
formal Development Application with 
Wyong Shire Council and plans are now 
in place to construct a professional 
sporting facility in Tuggerah. 

The facility has a working name called 
the Centre of Football Excellence and 
what is being planned to be built is 
six full sized playing fields, including a 
boutique arena, 10 small sided, multi- 
sport fields, a six-story administration 
building, a sports science building, a 
120-room accommodation block, an in- 
door aquatic centre, gymnasium, and a 
refurbished and extended licensed club. 

The Cental Coast also strengthened 
their Sheffield United link with the 
blades owner Kevin McCabe joining the 
Mariners board. 

“The Centre of Excellence project is 
close to commencement and Kevin’s 
experience in being involved with these 
types of projects will be invaluable as 
we continue our quest to make the 
development the hub of football excel- 
lence in this country,” said Mariners 
Executive Chairman Lyall Gorman. 

The bookmakers have the Central 
Coast Mariners ranked 7th. 

Big test for The Mariners first up with a 
opening day fixture against the reigning 
A-League champions Melbourne Vic- 
tory at Etihad Stadium.

The squad is subtly different from its 
2008/09 version. Defenders Robbie 
Middleby and Beau Busch have headed 
north to join the Fury, while club 
stalwart lain Fyfe has gone across the 
Barrier Range to join his home-town 
club Adelaide United. Further upfield, 
there have been few changes, with the 
unsettled duo of Brendon Santalab and 
Adam Biddle moving on and American 
Mike Enfield ending an injury-ridden 
two years with the harbour city club. 

A number of Sydney’s impressive youth 
recruits from last season have made the 
step up to the senior squad. Brendan 
Gan, Kofi Danning, Rhyan Grant and 
Matthew Jurman have all been offered 
senior contracts for 2009/10: all four 
made fill-in appearances for the senior 
side last term, with Danning and Gan 
scoring vital goals late in the season. 
The versatile Grant is highly rated by 
fans and coaching staff alike, while Jur- 
man looks set to enjoy plenty of game 
time this season in central defence, 
where the Sydney FC squad is at its 
thinnest.

The Newcastle Jets kick off their 
season campaign hosting Wellington 
Phoenix and hoping to avoid a repeat 
of last year’s wooden spoon effort. 
However the loss of key players and 
the Jets grand final winning coach Gary 
Van Egmond, has seriously disrupted 
pre-season preparations. 

With the departure of 2007 — 2008 
golden boot winner Joel Griffiths to Bei- 
jing Guoan, brother Adam to Gold Coast 
United and marquee signing Edmundo 
Zura, new Jets coach Branko Culina has 
a hard task ahead to replenish their 
depleted ranks. Early signings consisted 
of Nikolai Topor-Stanley (Perth Glory), 
Ljubo Milicevic (Melbourne Victory), 
Angelo Costanzo (Adelaide United). The 
Jets then looked abroad, signing Donny 
De Groot (De Graafshap, Netherlands) 
and current marquee signing Fabio Vi- 
gnaroli, (Panthrakikos, Greece) who has 
played with the likes of Lazio, Parma 
and Bologna. 

The Newcastle Jets participated for 
the first time in the Asian Champions 
League early in the year and became 
only the second A-League team to 
reach the second round. The AFC did 


not start well for the Jets with a 2-0 
away loss to Beijing Guoan, however 
the Jets bounced back to record a 2-0 
victory over Ulsan Hyundai Horang back 
in Newcastle. The biggest success came 
to the Jets with a surprise 1-1 draw with 
AFC favourites, Nagoya Grampus, in 
Japan. Then, on May 6, the Jets grabbed 
two goals in the last two minutes in 

a thrilling game to defeat Beijing 2-1 

in Newcastle. All that was required 

then was a single point away to Ulsan 
Hyundai and a single, debut goal, from 
Jason Hoffman was enough to see them 
through to the last 16. The Jets then 
Faced Pohang Steelers and were sent 
packing with a 6-0 thumping at the 
hands of the South Koreans. 

Early signs for the Jets have been 
promising however, an early loss to 
Sydney was overcome to defeat a much 
fancied Queensland Roar 2-1, then 
defeating Sydney Tigers 2-0 and then 
drawing with Sydney F.C 1-1 in Sydney 
after classy combination play between 
Fabio Vignaroli and fellow import and 
South Korean national youth team 
player Song Jin-Hyung, for the equaliser. 
There has been a sour note from the 


pre-seasons however with a 2-1 loss 

to Bankstown City and utility player 
Jobe Wheelhouse suffering a suspected 
broken leg. 

The Newcastle Jets home, Energy 
Australia Stadium, is also in the middle 
of major renovation which will be con- 
tinuing through the A-League season 
causing minor disruptions. The stadium 
will be increased from 26 000 capacity 
to 33 000 and will consist of a brand 
new western grandstand and seating at 
either ends. The upgrade will see the 
stadium brought up to national stan- 
dards and will be able to host a grand 
final if required. 

So after a rocky end to last season and 
departures of some big players the Jets 
have begun to show promising signs 
with strong signings and good results. 

There is little doubt that the Jets 
will want to improve on their wooden 
spoon effort of last season however 
Newcastle should be competing for a 
top four finish so long as the largely 
new team, and extremely youthful 
team, will be able to quickly get used to 
each other and Culina’s style of play.

Questions remain over whether Fowl- 
er will last a whole season given his 
recent injury concerns and lack of con- 
sistent match play and how quickly the 
side adapts to home and away fixtures. 

The Fury will get good initial support 
from a membership base that is report- 
edly over 8,000 who have pledged in- 
terest in the club. They will play home 
matches at Dairy Farmers Stadium and 
share the local sporting spotlight with 
the North Queensland Cowboys in the 
National Rugby League. 

Bookmakers don’t give the start-up 
side much of a chance in their first sea- 
son with Centrebet and Sporting Bet 
rating North Queensland to finish sec- 
ond-to-last behind Wellington. 

Don’t expect public opinion to faze 
a club with a talismanic striker, a no- 
nonsense coach and a group of promis- 
ing youngsters desperate to prove their 
worth. 

A-League supporters will definitely be 
watching the progress of this side in its 
first season regardless of whom they 
follow.

Stirling hung on for a vital win that closes the 
gap at the bottom of the table between themselves 
and Armadale to just three points, as the latter lost 
1-3 at home to Swan United. 

Canning City also lost at home to Mandurah 
City 2-3. Mandurah continue to struggle at home 
but pick up points on the road. A late Stuart Mont- 
gomery goal gave struggling Sorrento a surprise 
three points at Cockburn, downing Scott Miller’s 
side 2-1 in the 92nd minute. 

Top of the table dropped two points at Alan 
Vest’s Inglewood United, coming from behind 
thanks to an Antonio Naglieri goal in the 62nd 
minute cancelling out Rory Grant’s opener for 
Inglewood. This opened up the opportunity for 
the Western Knights to go top when they took 
on Floreat Athena in the Sunday game. A win for 
Floreat would make the league become a definite 
three horse race for the title.

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FINAL FIVE DECIDED, UNITED PREMIERS 


With one round remaining, the composi- 
tion of the five-team NSW Premier League 
finals series is now known. 

By beating Sydney Olympic 4-1 at Seymour 
Shaw, last season’s premiers the Sutherland Sharks 
ensured their place in the five, while ending 
Olympic’s season. Sutherland join Sydney United, 
Bankstown City, Manly United and Marconi in the 
deciding series. 

United are now assured of the premiership with 
a round to spare, after a 1-0 win over Penrith-Ne- 
pean at Edensor Park on Sunday. In a later game, 
second-placed Bankstown City suffered a surprise 
2-0 reverse at home against Manly United, who 
thus moved within a point of their hosts. Mar- 
coni were another team from the top five to pick 
up three points, defeating the Bonnyrigg White 
Eagles 2-1 at home. 

Although eliminated from the finals race, the 
West Sydney Berries continued their recent 
improvement with a heartening 3-1 win over the 
APIA-Leichhardt Tigers, who have had a season 
to forget. The Berries, meanwhile, can be well 
satisfied with their progress in only their second 
year back in the NSW top flight. In a dead rub- 
ber in Wollongong, Blacktown City obtained a 
confidence-boosting 4-2 win over the defending 
champions, who will be relieved that there is only 
one round to go in what has been a calamitous 
season. 


Sutherland Sharks 4-1 Sydney Olympic 

Showing greater strength and commitment 
throughout, Robbie Stanton’s Sutherland deserv- 
edly clinched their finals place on Saturday night, 
at the expense of a disappointing Sydney Olympic. 

For this crucial game, Nick Theodorakopoulos 
surprisingly kept the dangerous Matthew Mayora 
on the bench, preferring to start with Anthony 
Doumanis and Paul Wither up front. The hosts, not 
surprisingly, were at full strength. 

And they went onto the front foot from the 
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outset, barely giving Olympic a sniff of the ball 

in the opening ten minutes. Sutherland crafted an 
early chance when a cross from Chris Price was 
cleared to Michael Katz on the right, who fired 
over. A minute later, Katz returned the compli- 
ment, sending over a cross for Price, who couldn’t 
quite make the most of his header. 

Sutherland drew first blood on seven minutes. 
Jim Bakis’s corner from the right was met by 
the head of Panny Nikas, in the midst of some 
indifferent Olympic defending. Mark Bosnich was 
beaten, and the hosts were one up. 

Gradually the visitors began to work their way 
into the game, with young Chris Triantis taking 
charge in midfield. On 23 minutes, his feared right 
foot sent a rocket at the Sutherland goal from 20 
metres, which Nathan Denham did well to save. 
Nikas could have doubled Sutherland’s lead three 
minutes later, when another dangerous cross from 
Katz bobbled beneath his feet. 

There were two more half-chances for Olympic 
around the half-hour mark, with Peter McPher- 
son and Triantis both going close from distance. 
Then, at the other end, another reminder of Mark 
Bosnich’s erstwhile class: Nikas shot from the 
edge of the area, and Bosnich dived to his left to 
punch clear; the ball made its way back to Brad 
Boardman, only five yards out, but Bosnich mag- 
nificently saved from the big Sutherland striker at 
point-blank range. 

Bosnich again came to the away side’s rescue 
on 40 minutes when Nikas deftly played Board- 
man through on goal, but a heavy touch from the 
latter allowed Bosnich to smother the ball at his 
feet. Two minutes later, however, Olympic were 
breached again. A mistake from Michael Cindric 
gifted the hosts a corner, which Bakis played short 
to Nick Stavroulakis; in came the cross from the 
left, and Nikas was there again, to flick a header 
past Bosnich for Sutherland’s second. Anthony 
Hartshorn looked to have pulled one back for 
Olympic when he tucked home a free kick from 


Triantis, but he was ruled offside. 

Mayora made his expected appearance after the 
break, replacing McPherson. He was involved 
immediately, taking part in a move which saw 
Hartshorn released on the right, only for Denham 
to make an alert save. Another testing free kick 
from Triantis was almost headed into his own net 
by Michael Robinson, but just when it looked 
like Olympic were building up a head of steam, 
Sutherland scored a textbook breakaway goal. An 
Olympic corner was cleared, Bakis did well to win 
a challenge on the half-way line, and then played a 
superb through-ball for the onrushing Chris Price. 
The Sutherland left-winger kept his composure, 
rounding Bosnich with ease and thumping the ball 
home with his left foot. 3-0. 

The Olympic heads went down again, and 
though they pressed for long periods thereafter, a 
breakthrough eluded them. Sutherland, for their 
part, were content to protect their lead. Yet another 
free kick from Triantis was held by Denham on 
71 minutes, and two minutes later a great slalom 
down the right by Emmanuel Giannaros ended 
with a fine left-footed shot, which Denham again 
saved with aplomb. Not surprisingly, both coaches 
were full of praise for the Sutherland keeper after 
the game. 

Sutherland might have had a fourth on 75 
minutes, when Chris Price latched onto a quickly- 
taken free kick and shot against the bar, but on 81 
minutes they did notch another goal. Katz broke 
down the right and sent in a crisp cut-back, and 
Brad Boardman was there to bundle the ball home. 

Olympic at least went out with a goal for their 
troubles, and fittingly it was Giannaros, Olympic’s 
best player on the night, who headed in a cross 
from substitute Ken Chun in the final minute of 
normal time. Another Olympic substitute, Jerry 
Kalouris, almost scored in injury time when his 
gentle cross-shot caught Denham asleep, but the 
post saved the Sutherland keeper’s blushes.
